New law will have drivers putting down phones when on the road 


sized vehicles, to contact 
one's employer, or when 
part icipating in search, res¬ 
cue and emergency man¬ 
agement situations.

“I think it’s a good thing," 
said Gerald Platt. “I don’t 
drive much anymore, but 
I'll sit here and watch peo¬ 
ple come down the road 
and I can see them looking 
down or somewhere else."

“Absolutely," agrees 
Ellen Tevendale.

The new law prohibits 
the use of hand-held cell¬ 
phones for talking or tex¬ 
ting, the use of other elec¬ 
tronic devices, reading, 
writing and personal 
grooming while driving. 
Drivers can still ust* cell¬ 
phones or radio communi¬ 
cation devices, but only if 
they use them in a hands¬ 
free or voice-activated 
manner. This means the 
device is not held in the dri¬ 
ver's hand and is activated 
by voice or a single touch 
to the device. Drivers may 
use a hand-held citizen’s 
band (CB) or two-way 
radio when escorting over¬ 


in front of her. “I don’t feel 
overly safe in a car when 
that’s happening,” she said. 
Willherg and her friend, 
Kadie Huges, are still learn¬ 
ing to drive. They see the 
benefits of the new law 
that keeps people focused 
on the road. 

“Some things, like eating 
or taking a drink while 
you’re driving isn't that big 
of a deal but I do see tex¬ 
ting and talking on the 
phone as distracting,” said 
Hughes. 

Police said some 
extreme forms of distract¬ 
ed driving that they’ve seen 
include people reading 


time to react and brake.” 
He said there will be days, 
similar to safety enforce¬ 
ment days, when police are 
out specifically targeting 
distracted drivers, hut said 
it will be used mostly to 
determine in collisions 
whether distracted driving 
was a determining factor. 
“It's another tool in our 
toolbox.” 

Several international 
studies show that 20 to .'JO 
per cent of all collisions 
involve driver distraction, 
and distracted drivers are 
three times more likely to 
he involved in a collision 
than attentive drivers. 


books, driving with their 
knees while eating, and 
putting makeup on. 

“Distraction is huge,” 
said Cpl. Warren Wright. 
“When people take their 
eyes off the road ... some¬ 
times their hands follow 
their eyes and refrain from 
going in a straight line.” He 
said there’ll be a break-in 
period when the law is first 
introduced when people 
will likely receive warnings. 

“If people need to take 
their eyes off the road they 
need to pull over and park. 
Especially when driving in

Responsible driving 
up to drivers

With the province’s new dis¬ 
tracted driving law set to come 
into effect this summer, West 
Central Alberta drivers who 
prefer to keep less than their 
entire attention on the road 
will soon have some big choic¬ 
es to make. 

Specifically, those motorists will need to decide 
once and for all whether their bad driving habits 
are really worth the risk to themselves and oth¬ 



ers. 

The Alberta Distracted Driving law makes it 
unlawful to operate a vehicle while using a hand¬ 
held cellphone, texting or e-mailing, using other 
electronic devices such as laptop computers, 
video games, cameras, video entertainment dis¬ 
plays, entering information into GSP units, read¬ 
ing, writing, printing or sketching, or personal 
grooming. 

Drivers will still be able to use a hands-free 
cellphones, as well as hand-held citizen’s band 
(CB) or two-way radios when escorting over¬ 
sized vehicles, to contact one's employer, or 
when participating in search, rescue and emer¬ 
gency management situations. 

The law applies to all vehicles defined under 
the Traffic Safety Act, including bicycles, and 
applies to roadways in both urban and rural 
areas. Violators face fines of $172. 

“This legislation gives law enforcement agen¬ 
cies in Alberta an additional tool to help make 
our roads safer," said Frank Oberle, solicitor gen¬ 
eral and minister of public security. “We are 
sending an extremely strong traffic safety mes¬ 
sage to motorists across the province: When 
you’re in your vehicle, your focus must be on 
driving.” 

The province says about 30 per cent of all 
motor vehicle accidents involve distracted driv¬ 
ing, with distracted drivers being three times 
more likely to be involved in a collision than driv¬ 
ers who focus their attention solely on the road. 

Despite the government’s hope that this new 
legislation, and specifically the fairly hefty $172 
fines, will prompt more drivers to start focusing 
their whole attention on the road, the chances 
are the message will hit home with only some 
drivers. 

For example, Alberta has a strict seatbelt law 
yet judging from recent police seatbelt aware¬ 
ness blitzes in the region, many, many drivers 
would rather risk fines than to wear their belts. 
No doubt the same will turn out to be true when 
it comes to distracted driving. 

The bottom line is that the government can 
only do so much to make drivers act responsibly 
- in the end it will remain up to the drivers them¬ 
selves to make the choice between being reck¬ 
less and being safe. 

And here’s a question for the Stelmaeh govern¬ 
ment: If the goal is to send an “extremely strong 
traffic safety message”, as Minister Oberle 
claims, shouldn’t drivers smoking cigarettes also 
be banned?

Let’s talk sewage - upgrades and expansions

Sewage is not often the 
type of topic most people 
want to discuss, ini) lhis 
month the Town of 
Didsbury got some great 
news - all of which 
revolves around sewage 
and wastewater. So let’s 
talk sewage. 

At the end of May 1 
received a letter from the 
minister of transportation 
informing us we were the 
recipients of cost-shared 
grant funding under the 
Alberta Municipal 

Water/Wastewater 


Partnership for upgrades 
to our lagoon system. This 
$6.2 million grant, which is 
about 47 fier cent of the 
total estimated costs, 
makes it possible to 
expand our present lagoon 
system to accommodate 
future growth. 

The original lagoon was 
built in Hit it) and expanded 
in 1976. A significant 
improvement program to 
the sewage treatment facil¬ 
ity was implemented in 
1994 and 1995 and has 
managed to meet our needs 
up until 2011. 

Our greatest concern 
with the present system is 



a lack of storage space. Did 
you know our wastewater 
is treated and then stored 
for up to 12 months? The 
Town of Didsbury is locat¬ 
ed on the Rosebud River 
and because it is not a fast- 


moving. high-flow water¬ 
way we are only able to dis¬ 
charge treated effluent into 
it once a year. 

Obviously, the storage 
requirements for our com¬ 
munity are substantial and 
as our community grows, 
so does the need for addi¬ 
tional wastewater stor¬ 
age. 

The technical details and 
site plans include con¬ 
structing 9,200 cubic 
metres of new anaerobic 
cells. 

An additional 72,000 
cubic metres of new facul¬ 
tative cells will also be con¬ 
st meted. And finally, re-me¬ 


diation of the existing 
upper lagoon cell (includ¬ 
ing reconstructing berms 
and installing an under¬ 
drain system) with an 
expansion to incorporate 
roughly 240,000 cubic 
metres of storage. 

Basically what all of that 
means is the- town plans on 
constructing a healthy, 
weatherproof, environmen¬ 
tally aware system with 
lots of storage for a poten¬ 
tial population of approxi¬ 
mately 7,000 residents. 

While receiving a grant 
and moving forward with 
much-needed upgrades is 
an exciting and necessary 


venture, there still remains 
the burden of cost. 

The entire project is esti¬ 
mated to cost approxi¬ 
mately $13,400,000 and 
even with the $6.2 million 
from the government, we 
are still facing it hefty price 
tag. 

The Town of Didsbury 
will have to take out a 
debenture for $2.2 million 
of the total $13 million 
project. We expect the 
engineering and design 
stage to begin later this 
summer with construction 
of the lagoon expansion 
beginning in spring 
2012.
